original building that was erected in 1902. 

According to Library Director Judith Wallace, 
the renovations to the library will start when the 29,000- 
plus books, magazines, periodicals, DVDs and videos are 
packed and transported to the school. The staff hopes all 
will be in place and the library at Center School will open 
to the public soon. 

Over the years the library has depended on vol- 
unteers. They have always been ready and able to under- 
take any job — from raising money to repairing items in 
the building itself. Physically moving the contents of the 
library to the school has been a tiring job. That was obvi- 
ous as one watched the volunteer crew and staff members 
pack and move, not only new books and materials, but 
old shelves that were over 100 years old. 

Center School has recently undergone a renova- 
tion of its own. Today a large two-story addition thrusts 
itself along Barstow Street. Now the once empty four 
rooms of the original school that front on Church Street 
are slowly filling with books, tables and chairs. This is 
where the staff of the Mattapoisett Free Public Library 
will call home. 

Center School, built in 1897, has graduated 
thousands of Mattapoisett students. So the move from the 
library to the school is interesting and nostalgic for many. 
Memories pile upon memories as volunteers, staff mem- 
bers and the curious, walk from room to room where the 
books will be housed.

"Here is where I sat," reminisced one woman. 

"This is where I learned to read/' said another. 
Those empty rooms tell stories of once upon a 

time. 

Peering into an empty closet, one woman re- 
marked, "Remember when we wore our mittens on long 
ropes of yarn that hung out each coat sleeve? Remember 
the smell of wet wool?" Another remembered the reading 
groups. "Remember Dick and Jane? Remember A is for 
Apple, B is for Bear?" 

The floors of the old part of the school building 
have been sanded and sealed with many coats of poly- 
urethane, and the walls freshly painted, but the new paint 
can't take away the smell of old wood and varnished 
floors.

the slate roof, copper flashing, and cast stone for the new 
wing. 

"The original bid included all of those other 
items," Mr. Botelho said. "But they weren't really taken 
out of the contract ... so had we not had funding, we 
wouldn't have been able to do these other items. All the 
town was going to appropriate was $1.4 million, with the 
rest from the state library grant and private funding. Now 
what the Library Trustees are looking to do is put those 
items back in as alternates." 

"All I know is that repeatedly we heard Li- 
brary Trustees say they had trimmed the project back by 
$350,000," Mr. Goodman said. 

"Right now they cannot add more to the project 
... unless they have certified themselves that they have 
raised the money for those (alternates)," Chairman Col- 
Iyer said. "I want to be very clear that we will not go 
back to Town Meeting floor because (an alternate) wasn't 
flmded."

"I have attached a petition addressed to the Board of 
Selectmen regarding the MET Tower/Wind Turbine proposal 
that the Wind Power Study Committee is considering. The peti- 
tion indicates that the petitioners believe in the need for respon- 
sible wind power, however, they do not support the placement 
of MET Towers/Wind Turbines in residential neighborhoods. 
The opinion of these citizens should be considered as you make a 
decision. A MET Tower/Wind Turbine in the Brant Island area 
is not in the best interest of the community. There are alternate 
sites that could better meet the energy needs of Mattapoisett. " 

Selectman Andrews noted that if the petitioners 
wanted to prohibit a MET Tower/ Wind Turbine from be- 
ing located in their neighborhood, they need to petition to 
change the town's by-laws. 

Chairman Collyer also noted that although Ms. 
Driscoll's letter was specific to the "Brant Beach area," the 
actual petition which residents signed was more generic 
and did not specify which area of town the opposed. He 
also noted that several signatures on the petition were 
from residents who live in other parts of town. 

"The MET Tower on Nasketucket Beach will be 
placed over 2,000 feet from the nearest house," Chair- 
man Collyer added. "And, to be honest, we're at least 20 
months away from having any data to enable us to deter- 
iiiine whether it is worth putting a Wind Turbine in." 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 6:46 pm.

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 

Selectmen was called to order on Monday, January 9 at 
7:06 pm by Chairman Gary Laboa. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Bradford Morse, 
Town Administrator James ITuntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first approved the minutes of the 
December 19, 2005 and December 27, 2005 meetings, and 
then heard Town Administrator James Huntoon's weekly 
report.

to do (the work) all at once," Chairman Laboa said. 

"No one has spent any money on (maintenance 
at the school) for many years," Selectman Morse agreed.

fire station. An idea would be to use the empty /vacant office 
space at the police station for fire station office and then build 
a new metal building for the fire engines and equipment on the 
"Town Owned" (police department) land /property. This type 
of METAL building can be used for expansion in the future if 
needed with a lot less cost to us taxpayers, and is cheaper then 
the conventional buildings.

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Pain Killer

Hostel. Starring Jay Hernandez and Derek Richard- 
son. Directed by Eli Roth. Running time: 95 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

The ads fox Hostel are selling it all wrong. They ' re selling 
it as a sadistic tour deforce that the youth of America will 
have to dare each other to sit through. Maybe the marketing 
has been effective in the short term — Hostel made $20 
million its opening weekend. But the movie I saw, rather 
than being the callow gross-out I'd expected, is actually 
genuinely frightening and not terribly explicit (though it 
does have its share of grisly moments). Premises don't get 
much more basic — three guys in search of thrills in a strange land confront 
stark raving evil — but what writer/director Eli Roth does with it stands as 
a stem moralistic rebuke to ugly-Americanism. The movie is in-your-face 
but not pointlessly so. 

Paxton (Jay Hernandez) and Josh (Derek Richardson), two typical college 
guys out for as much sex and drugs as they can grab during their European 
tour, and Oil (Eythor Gudjonsson), a hedonistic Icelandic guy who's maybe 
ten years older, begin the movie in weed-friendly Amsterdam. For these 
guys, ancient and many-tongued Europe exists only to satiate their wolvish 
whims. Like the party-boy Victor in The Rules of Attraction, whose Euro-trip 
streaked by in flashes of nudity and hallucinogens, Paxton and Josh treat 
their surroundings as their playpen. They're hated pretty much everywhere 
they go, but they hear about a place in Slovakia where the women are hot 
for American accents. The trio are on the next train there. 

Roth takes his time. We're maybe forty minutes into Hostel (not 
counting the ominous opening credits) before we catch the first glimpse of 
carnage. The guys, it turns out, are being steered towards a dank and dingy 
dungeon of torture, where businessmen pay top dollar to mutilate captives. 
(In a good joke, the most expensive objects of torture are Americans.) Before 
that, though. Roth plausibly sets up a disorienting atmosphere in which three 
hungover guys who aren't necessarily thinking with the thinking parts of 
their anatomy could be so easily herded to the slaughter Paxton and Josh 
are cannily draw n as surrogates for the young males who'll be most attracted 
to Hostel and would be most attracted to the same comely diversions that 
tempt the protagonists. In other words, they're obnoxious. 

Then again, so were the young victims in The Texas Chainsaw Massacre, 
and that horror classic certainly didn't suffer for lacking "nice" protagonists. 




Once Paxton and Josh are separated and helpless in the face of masked, heav- 
ily-accented evil, we realize how much of their xenophobic, homophobic 
fagade is a cover for just plain phobia; they are fearful, overcompensating 
young males, and now they really have a reason to be afraid. The torture 
scenes are certainly unpleasant, though Roth knows that what scares us is 
not clinical repulsiveness but the dread of shadows and the barely-glimpsed. 
When Paxton is dragged to the cell where pain awaits him, we catch cor- 
ner-of-the-eye images of horrific things going on in other cells. Far more 
disturbing than what we actually see is the ghastly economics of this place, 
where anguish is well-paid for, the cops are in on it, and ruined body parts 
are casually chopped up, probably for dog meat. And the film's most clearly 
seen disgusting moment is actually, perversely, an act of mercy. 

Some of Hostel — okay, a lot of it — strains credibility. (Are the people 
of Slovakia so blase that they don't notice someone with a blowtorched eye 
socket wobbhng around a train station?) But the atmosphere, sin giving 
way to darker sin, is the important thing. It carries you through the mild 
cheesiness of the vengeful finale (as bracing as it is to see the pale, masked 
torturers get their comeuppance), which quotes directly from the moment 
in Pulp Fiction where Bruce Willis, about to escape his tormentors, stops 
and decides that he just can't leave Ving Rhames like that. It's perhaps no 
coincidence that Quentin Tarantino is "presenting" Hostel — it shares his 
aesthetic and his pet theme (actions have consequences). Roth, whose 2003 
Cabin Fever was a fun throwback to backwoods horror, has made a movie 
that criticizes its self-consciously grotesque peers (recent movies like Saw 
11 and Wolf Creek that seem to glory in nihilistic bloodletting for its own 
sake), criticizes its own audience, and even criticizes its own advertising. If 
you go to Hostel hoping for sadistic jollies. Roth puts you in that chair and 
makes you feel what it must be like to wait for God knows who to do God 
knows what to you. And it's interesting that such a cinematic reminder of 
the hideousness of torture comes at a time when torture has been, shall we 
say, in the newspapers.
